Manchu  Cherry-Plum  “Yogi”  Persimmon 


Grows  to  a  dwarf  bush-like  tree  that 
fruits  the  second  year  and  each  year 
after,  bearing  a  small,  deliciously  flav¬ 
ored  Plum  about  the  size  of  a  cherry.

Bailey  says  of  this  fruit:  “It  is  hardy 
even  in  the  Dakotas,  and  improved 
fruit-bearing  trees  of  importance  are 
likely  to  arise.”
